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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejection made in the Final Office Action 
still stands. The combination of Gautheir et al. (205), Yu (540) and Schwartz et al. (325) meet all of the limitations of the independent 
claims. Specifically, Gauthier includes a mountable system including a radar sensor to be mounted on a vehicle. Yu discloses a "single" 
antenna capable of producing one or more directive beams used to detect the presence of objects around the vehicle (col. 3, lines 54-67). 
Scwartz discloses an obstacle detection system attached to the bumper of a vehicle using fastening means (col. 3, lines 55-67; col. 4, 
lines 1-20). The test for combining references is what the references a whole would have suggested to one of ordinary skill in the art. In 
re Scheckler, 168 USPQ 716 (CCPA 1971); In re McLaughlin 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971); In re Young 159 USPQ 725 (CCPA 1968). 



It should aslo be noted that the claimed phrase "plurality of beams" is not found within the specification of the present application. 
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
